Police Chief Lee Carroll said 
that since Thursday, when the , 
I ducks were discovered dead or 
dying in the lake, all of the* 
ducks seem to be in good condi­ 
tion. 


He said, however, that police, 
borough officials and residents j 
have been keeping a close watch 
on the ducks in case there are 
any more deaths. 
No Word 


Carroll said no official word 
has been received from either 
the county, or the state boards 
of health, as to what may have 
caused the plague which struck 
down the ducks last week. 
Samples of the lake’s water 
were sent to the health depart­ 
ment for analysis to determine 
if the water was polluted. Sev­ 
eral of the dead ducks were 
scheduled to have an autopsy 
but no report has been returned 
yet, he said. 
Carroll said officials were con­ 
cerned that the borough's young­ 
sters. who play along the shore 
of the lake and often can be 
found fishing in its waters, may 
j be harmed by whatever caused 
I the deaths. He has issued a 
strong warning for youngsters! 
to stay away from 
the 
lake 
I pending the results of the inves- 
i ligations. 


Similar Case 


A similar ease of ducks dying. 
in Strawbridge Lake, Moores-j 
town, N. J. was determined to 
be caused by fermented bread 
and other foodstuffs people bad 
tossed into the ’ake to the ducks.1 
The bread, pop corn and other 
foods fermented in the lake and 
when the ducks ate the morsels. 
it caused their deaths. N. J 
Health 
Department 
investigat-| 
ors said the Strawbridge Lake* 
ducks died of a disease known 
as limber neck disease. 
Yardley’s ducks appeared to 


have the same symptoms, ('ar­ 
mil said, but he is not certain 
the same disease struck them.
